A GREAT FIRE. 


The City of Point-a-Petri, Gauda- 
loupe, Almost 1 Destroyed 
Thirty Thousand People Homeless 
Nova Scotia and the Treaty. — 
Hattrax, N. S., August'l.—Governor Rob-

As soon as the first rumor of the accident 
got circulation, an immense — of people

mbulance and express oun n arrived with its 
ghastly load of. victims, the excitement he- 
came more intense, People crowded around, 
fearing that some of their relatives might be 
found among the killed and wounded. .

TRADE COMPETITION. 
An Aw Feud Be Between Two Mar- 
k Shoe Men. 

Quite an interesting suit was tried, before Es- 
quire Lincoln yesterday afternoon, as tending to 
show the spirit engendered by opposition in 
trade.

The Distinguished Fallen at 
Tricks in Jeffersonville. 

An account was published in this paper, a few 
days since, of the drunken exploits of one Rev. 
Francis Rea, a quondam Presbyterian clergyman 
at Greenfieia, Ghie. who was arrested: for drunk 
enness in this city last week, ioaged in jail, but 
after atrial the next morning was discharged. 
It appears that he has resumed his altempts at 
imposition across the river in Jeffersonville, and 
to have approached several persons with re- 
quests for assistance, representing himself 
variously as a Presbyterian and Episcopalian 
clergyman and a member of the Masonic Order.

His Speech at Woodland Garden. 


The Gen- 
eral commenced by asserting that the freedom of 
citizenship and the suffrage of the colored race 
were the irrevocable results of the war, beyond 
the power of any party in this country, to dis- 
turb; tmat the North was a unit, practically, 
against any movement oragitation for the pur - 
pose of overturning the results of the war, as 
the Thirteenth, Fourteenth

Kentucky looking te such agitation was in every 
sense mischievous and dangerous, and if suc- 
cestul would bring ruin upon the material pros- 
perity of the State, for such agitation here 
would only indicate to the World that Kentucky 
was still hanging on to de§d issues of the past. 

The poliey ot the De lo leaders of Ken- 
tucky bad already hed the affect to stop immi- 
gration and prevent e from coming into 
our midst. This cont tion in opposi- 
tion to the settled conviction of almost the en- 
tire country could have ne other effect, even if 
successful, than to isolate this State from the 
balance of the nation. What Kentugky needed
